Warren and his brigade fell into the 


trap only to be slaughtered and driven 
taci: at the moment when the British 


were rejoicing oyer what they con- 


sidered a victory and a turning point 


in tb» South African war.

The majority resolutions—to ei- 
clude J»3r. Roberts and declare the seat 
vacant—wers adopted, 268 to 50. The 
affirmative vote was divided as 
fol- 


lows: Republicans IGo, Democrats BO, 
Populists i, and the negative vote. 
Democrats 47, Silver Republican 2.

Hatters' printing, wnicb is tbe print- 


ing of names, trade-marks and other de- 
sigas upon liat tips and sweat leathers 
in bats, and upou the labels used on hat 
boses, is u business by itself. The hat 
tip, or crown lining of a hat, is some- 
times made of paper, of tenest of satin. 
In a silk hat and in some stiff hats the 
tip covers the entire iiitcrior. of the 
crown of the sweat leather; in straw 
lats the tip is very often composed of 
broad strip of satin iipon a lace crown 


ining. Many stiff hats and most soft 
lais are now finished without tips, in 
vhioh case the tmde-mark'or name is 
)rinted on the sweat leutber. 


Tip pruning- is done from brass dies, 


and in tbe finest work from steel plates. 
These dies and plates are made in very 
great variety. 
In a large establish- 


ment devoted to batters' printing tbere 
might be found 30,000 dies and 10,000 
steel plates. Proof impressions of this 
./real number of dies and plates fill 
many huge, icdg-er-like volumes, upon 
whose pages they are secured as in. 
scrapb'ooks. Tbere are through the 
country thousands of retailing hatters,. 
eacb having- a separate die of his own, 
with which the tips of tbe- hats he sells- 
are printed; some hat jobbers might 
have many dies, including1 dies of trade- 
marts anu designs for special lines o? 
goods. All these dies and plates, how- 
ever varied and widely distributed their 
ownership may be, arc kept in the es- 
tabushnicnt oE the printer, ready for 
•use on. occasion. The owner pays for 
the engraving of the first die, the cost 
varying according to its elaborateness; 
if a die or plate becomes worn and a 
new die is needed the printer supplies 
it. 


In large hatters' printing establish- 


ments everything pertaining 10 _the 
business is clone, including the design- 
ins and engraving of the (lies and 
plates, as well as the printing from 
them. 
Some designs, ibe trade-marks 


of old-established houses, become fa- 
miliar from long-continued use. 
As 


dies am! plates wear out they are sim- 
ply replaced, the design contimmijr the 
same. On the other hand, every year, 
for one reason and another, many de- 
signs go out of use, and finally the dies 
and plates are destroyed; but every 
vt-or there arc- produced for individual 
dealers :ind for general trade purposes 
thousands of new designs, so that tbe 
number of dies and plates oil hand at 
the printer's is alvvays great. These de- 
Eii™ns, aside from those made for in- 
dividal hatters, include, a very great va- 
riety of subjects. Thus, there might 
be seen printed on hat tips ships and 
locomotives and horses and anvils and 
many other things; and any name or 
object, of public interest at the mo- 
ment is likely to be reproduced inside 
of bats. Almost every hat -worn bears 
within it printing; in some form. If tbe 
lint has uo tip it appears on the sweat 
leather, and it may also be in such a 
hat upon what is called n sticker, tbis 
being a piece of paper, cloth or leather, 
in outline of tbe exact shape and si;:e 
o£ the die, upou which arc printed the 
dealer's trade-murk and name, tbe 
sticker being pasted in tbeceuter of the 
crown of the hat. 


The retail bat dealer, wberever be 


may be, if he desires a distinctive trade- 
mark or name design to appear in the 
hats be sells, scuds to some big: hat- 
ters' printing establishment for a de- 
sign; be sends, perhaps, a suggestion 
ol his own, or it may be that he relies 
upon the designer of tbe printing es-j 
tablisbnient. One or more designs arfcl 
made and sxibmitted to him for approv- 
al. According as may be required, such 
dealers might embody in some artistic 
form simply the name and address; 
often such dies or plates are made in 
designs appropriate to the region, 
state or locality. Such dies and plates 
arc made in almost endless variety. 
The plate would remain at the print- 
er's, and when the retailer ordered hats 
of the jobber with whom he dealt the 
jobber would have the tips and sweat 
leathers with which the hats thus gr- 
"dered were finished printed from the 
customer's own dies. • 


Tips are printed in gold leaf, hi ssl- 


vcr leaf and in aluminium leaf, and in 
ink in various colors; sometimes they 
are printed in combinations of metals 
•with combinations of colors. 
M:ost 


commonly, however, they are printed 
in a single metal or color. All sweat 
leathers are printed in one or another 
of the metals. 
j 


" Box labels for hat boxes are made 
both plain and embossed in a rery great 
variety of styles, and thesfrare printed 
in variety as to color. A hat dealer 
might have his own desijrn complete 
for box label as well as for hat tip; or 
he may select one from among many 
box labels that are made with a blank 
space to receive a die, and have Itis own 
die inserted in the label.

Many hat tips printed from flies en- 


graved here are exported to Canada for 
•use in hats that are finished there; and 
there are also made here suitable dies 
from which are printed hat tips for hats

BLAST FURNACE GASES. 


They Are 
Xuw Usetl l>y Atna-s-lean 


Furnace Oivnern »o Operate 


Gas Hueiai-s. 


The practice of utilizing the gases of 


blast furnaces, recently initiated in Eu- 
rope, is already engaging; tbe attention 
o: American furnace owners. 
When 


iron is being- purified it is heated with 
coal or coke, in a huge furnace. Part 
of the constituents of the fuel combine 
with the oxygen of the ore. arid tlius re- 
duce the oxide. Among; the products 
which pscapu from the chimney in large 
quantities is a combustible gas. This 
jras. however, is of poor quality, being 
largely charged with dust, which has 
hitherto toll) against its use for fuel in 
coke ovens. To get rid of t bis dust vari- 
ous moans have been employed. Some 
I'BtabTjshnients which use the blast 
furnace gas resort to apparatus com- 
monly employed in producer gas works 
SJicli as "coke scrubbers," and cleaning 
boxes filled with "breeze." Other inaa- 
ufacturers add to these devices a watci 
spraying attachment. Prof. Meyer now 
claims that the g-us can be iised for 
power without an;.1 purification what 
over, and he mentions an instance in 
'which a ISO horse-power gas cnyine 
.been kept going lor over six monihi 
without any means for purifying- the 
g-as, or the withdrawal of piston or 
: valves for cleaning. It has always been 
feared that it would be hard to ignite 
blnst furnace gas in an eng-ine, because 
it has been impracticable to burn it un- 
der a steam boiler, But the compres- 
sion of the gas gets rid of many diaicul- 
tius. When it is compressed in the cyl- 
.inder of a gas engine just before the ex- 
plosion, it ignites readily. It is, in fact, 
.stated that the compression of blast 
furnace gas can be carried further than 
that of ordinary producer gas without 
idnnger of premature explosion.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


In driving a well for a farmer you may 
calculate on hitting water within. 30 
feet. That's what you base on when 
'you figure on the job. A farmer won't 
pay by the foot. It's so much for a well 
yielding all the water he wants. I put 
down 30 feet of my first well and only 
struck dust.

I got the agency of a windmill fora part j 
oiTlndiana. The only one I put up was: 
for an old farmer who wanted it to drive j 
a saw for cutting wood. I bad to war- 
rant so much power, you see,.and he 
bad his saw ready as soon as the wind- 
mill was up. All the time we were put- 
ting up the mill it blew a gale, but no 
sooner had we finished than the gale 
dropped to a zephyr. Say, now, well for 
35' straight days there wasn't wind 
enough to ruffle a duck pond, and the 
farmer declared my mill a. fraud and 
made me take it down.

an old uncle started me in the chicken 
business.

vour heart, but the man who can't fig- 
ure out a.-clear profit of 52,000 a year 
has no business "to live.

up her toes. I didn't get two dozen 
eggs out of the whole lot. Then I fell 
:baek on my incubator to hatch and 
grow a niw lot. Hatched out 150 little 
:chicks, and then—please excuse my 
emotions. One (lay that incubator blew 
up with a bang and scattered my hen 
farm all over the county and laid me up 
in bed for three months.

I have been sick for the las 
four days with chills and fever an- 
aight before last I was on guard am 
was so sick that I could hardly see 
everything seemed dim before me 
The place I was guarding was a rail 
road switch and I was about 200 yards 
from the reat of the squad. Being 
sicfe I did not feel very brave becausi 
the negroes could slip right up an« 
put a knife between a man's ribs anc 
no one would be the wiser. 


On the 15th we left Angels. Our 


company went east »f the enemy in- 
tending to flank them, we got to our 
position at 5 o'clock, (we started at 3' 
snd mored by the right flank.
